P residen t T aft to ascertain if their 
papers would take from Colum bus a 
story on th e Roosevelt reception w rit­ 
ten by Gus J. Karger, W ashington cor­ 
respondent of the Cincinnati Times- 
Star, which is owned by C harles P.

W ashington, F'eb. 21.— T he case of 
S en ato r Isaac Stephenson is likely to 
attra ct r 
much attention in the next 
few we 
as did the Lorim or case 
when it was a live subject in the oi*en 
senate. 
It looked for a tim e as if the Ste­ 
phenson la s e would be allowed to go 
by default 
A m onth ago nobody be­ 
lieved the sen ate would give any seri­ 
ous consideration to it, because it was 
understood th a t the charges of "cor­ 
rupt m ethods and practices’’ had not 
been proved and there was a general 
feeling th a t the attac k s on S enator 
Stephenson were inspired by his po­ 
litical enemies in W isconsin, who had 
failed to produce the evidence to sus­ 
tain their charges. 
But it is a serious 
question today w hether S enator Ste­ 
phenson can retain his seat. 
It looks now as if a m ajority of the 
Democratic sen ato rs and certainly all 
of the progressive Republicans in the 
sen ate would dem and th e unseating of 
the oldest m em ber of the senate. 
At 
th e sam e tim e a large nu m b er of the 
conservative 
R epublicans 
are 
dis­ 
turbed over the disclosures and it is a 
question w hether they will feel th a t 
they can afford to vote to allow Mr. 
Stephenson to retain his seat in the 
face of th - reports that have been sub- 
mittiHl in the ease. 
It is absolutely certain th at there is 
going to be a long and acrim onious 
debate. The renew al of interest In the 
S tephenson case is due to the c h ar­ 
acte r of the reports subm itted 
T h e m ajority rej/ort briefly recites 
that the senator from W isconsin is en­ 
titled to his seat and that th e ch/urges 
of corrupt m ethods and practices have 
not been proved. 


H eyburi Raps Stephenson. 


If this had been the end of the m at­ 
ter the senate might 
have still re­ 
m ained dorm ant, but the ch airm an of 
the investigating com m ittee. S enator 
Heyburn of Idaho, felt impelled 
to

his views as an 
individual 
m em ber of the com m ittee and In It he 
condem ned the expenditure of a large 
sum of money, which S enator S teph en­ 
son adm ittedly spent, and also took a 
whack at Senator S tephenson's m an­ 
age/ s for <arrying out of the state 
certain docum ents that m ight 
have 
been m aterial evidence in the case. 
Then two o th er m em bers of the in­ 
vestigating com m ittee, S en ato rs Suth 
erland and Romerene, joined in a re­ 
port which was e \e n more scathing in 
its condem nation of the m ethods of 
S enator S tephenson's m anag ers and 
especially as to the corrupt use of 
money. 
F'inally, a minority report from the 
com m ittee went in, which recom m end­ 
ed th at S enator Stephenson bs u n sea t­ 
ed upon the ground th at the evidence 
subm itted 
before 
the 
investigating 
com m ittee of the expenditflre of so 
large a sum, $107,000. was prim a facie 
evidence of corruption and th at S en­ 
ato r S tephenson's m anag ers had not 
produced evidence to overcom e this 
presum ption of guilt and th a t there 
fore he ought to su rre n d er hts scat. 
This report was signed by S enators 
Clapp. Kenyon and Lea 
T he friends of S enator S tephenson 
realize th at the longer the debate is 
draw n out the more intense will be­ 
com e the public in terest in the case 
and th e w eaker will be the S tephenson 
support. 
W hen the reports that are 
now before the senate become a m a t­ 
te r of daily com m ent in senate debate 
and in the press they are likely to re ­ 
sult in a popular clam or against the 
sen a to r from Wisconsin.
